Valuable Water-Power | 
It is stated that the Canadian Pa-!} 
cifie Railway has secured a valuable | 
water-power in British Columbia, | 
which it will utilize in the near fu-} 
ture for transportation purposes. The | 
water-power secured is on the Adams 
River, which flows out of Adams Lake 
and into the South Thompson river, 
near the west end of Shuswap Lake. 
Reports have reported that it is cap- 
able of developing 100,000 h.p., at two| 
points between Adams Lake and _ its 
confluence with the South Thompson.
